California gay marriage 
ban

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
A US federal appeals court 
struck down a California law 
yesterday that strips gays and 
lesbians of the right to marry, 
in the latest round in Amer¬ 
ica's long-running battle over 
same-sex marriage. 

The Ninth Circuit Court of 
Appeals upheld a lower court 
judge's ruling that an amend¬ 
ment to the California state 
constitution banning same- 
sex marriage violated princi¬ 
ples of due process and equal 
protection under the law. 

Gay marriage was briefly 
authorized in California in 
2008, but later banned by a re¬ 
ferendum on what was known 
as Proposition 8, which re¬ 
wrote the state's constitution 
to restrict marriage to unions 


between a man and a woman. 

Yesterday, the three-judge 
appeals panel in San Fran¬ 
cisco ruled 2-1 that a lower 
court had properly declared 
the ban a violation of the US 
Constitution. 

The ban had violated 
equality laws "to target a mi¬ 
nority group and withdraw a 
right that it possessed, with¬ 
out a legitimate reason for 
doing so," Judge Stephen 
Reinhardt wrote in the major¬ 
ity opinion. 

"Proposition 8 serves no 
purpose, and has no effect, 
other than to lessen the status 
and human dignity of gays 
and lesbians in California," 
the opinion said. "The consti¬ 
tution simply does not allow 
for laws of this sort." 


Minister of Tourism, Transport 
& Labor, Otmar Oduber, was 
joined by staffers of the Aruba 
Tourism Authority, ATA, and 
the Department of Public 
Works, DOW, in the formal in¬ 
troduction of the new canopies 
provided by the government 
which will be used during Car¬ 
nival time, instead of the usual 
trailers put up by those who 
have won a place on L.G. 
Boulevard during the annual 
lottery. 

Each year, it is a tradition 
for islanders to apply for and 
be awarded a space some¬ 
where along the routes of the 
main parades, which includes 
the Vondellaan and L.G. Smith 
Boulevard from Talk of the 
Town Resort to the Wilhelmina 
Park, on which they could 
place a structure for shade, and 
many also set up barbecues 
and portable toilets. These are 
only awarded on the south side 
of L.G. Smith, next to the 
water. Any trailers or platforms 
seen on the north side of the 
street have been placed on pri¬ 
vate land. 

Presently, the DOW is 
working steadily to complete 
the first phase of the Linear 
Park, and these trailers will 
provide a serious impediment 
towards that goal. It was origi¬ 
nally intended to change the 
usual carnival route for this 
year to facilitate completion, 
but there was too much com¬ 
munity resistance. 

As a compromise, the gov¬ 
ernment has obtained 121 
sturdy and spacious canopies, 
which those lottery winners re¬ 
ceiving a spot on the L.G. 


Smith Boulevard are required 
to rent for the remainder of the 
Carnival season at a flat rate of 
200 Arubian florins; the initial 
fee for a space is also 200 
florins, bring the total to 400 
Arubian florins for tent and 
place. 

Marlon Jacobs, Project Di¬ 
rector for DOW explained the 
advantages of the new system; 
first and foremost, the 
canopies will cost individuals 
and families far less than the 
cost of setting up and decorat¬ 
ing a trailer, as well as saving 
the time spent to do so. They 
are spacious and provide 
plenty of room for chairs, cool¬ 


ers and barbecues. Also, DOW 
teams will do all the setting up, 
and more importantly, break¬ 
ing down, so within a day after 
the final carnival, event L.G. 
Smith Boulevard will be 
cleared and back to normal, 
rather than have stray trailers 
still cluttering up this impor¬ 
tant thoroughfare sometimes 
for weeks after carnival has 
passed; this is a viable solution 
to something that has always 
been an issue in the past. The 
new system will also no longer 
interrupt the flow of traffic 
during the placement and re¬ 
moval of trailers.

Santorum surges as 
Republicans hold three votes 


Dark horse Rick Santorum en¬ 
joyed a rare surge yesterday as 
Republicans voted in three 
more state contests, but was 
unlikely to knock Mitt Rom¬ 
ney out of the presidential 
frontrunner saddle. 

Caucuses were being held 
in Colorado and Minnesota, 
with a third contest in Mis¬ 
souri, as the candidates eye a 
long slog through February, in 
the battle to be crowned the 
Republican Party's 2012 pres¬ 
idential nominee. 

With three victories in the 
state-by-state contests already 
under his belt, Romney is 
widely seen as the man to beat 


— despite lingering doubts 
about the former Massachu¬ 
setts governor's conservative 
credentials. 

Should Santorum manage 
to break through on Tuesday, 
he could reaffirm himself as 
the best conservative alterna¬ 
tive to Romney, outpacing for¬ 
mer House speaker Newt 
Gingrich, whose campaign has 
slumped in recent weeks. 

All three are battling for the 
right to take on Democratic 
President Barack Obama in 
November's election — with 
the final decision to be made in 
August at the party's conven¬ 
tion in Tampa, Florida.

US to send second ship to 
bolster the Philippines 


WASHINGTON, February 7, 
2012 (AFP) - The United 
States will soon give a second 
Coast Guard cutter to the 
Philippines as part of efforts to 
boost the ally's military amid 
tensions at sea with China, of¬ 
ficials said yesterday. 

The United States last year 
transferred its Hamilton cutter 
to the Philippines, which made 
it the flagship of its notoriously 
dilapidated navy and recently 
sent it on a mission to the dis¬ 
puted Spratly islands. 

Lawmakers will this week 
conclude formalities to send to 
the former US colony another 


cutter, the Dallas, Representa¬ 
tive Ed Royce and senior Pen¬ 
tagon official Peter Lavoy told 
a congressional hearing. 

"It should soon be on its 
way to Manila," said Royce, a 
Republican from southern Cal¬ 
ifornia . 

The Philippines and other 
Southeast Asian countries have 
accused China of bellicose be¬ 
havior over disputes in the 
South China Sea. Despite his¬ 
torical sensitivities about US 
troops, the Philippines has said 
it would welcome further rota¬ 
tions by US forces on its soil 
and more joint exercises

Aruba Government complying with 
international security 


ORANJESTAD - In compli¬ 
ance with requirements for in¬ 
ternational security, the 
government has instituted a 
new department - “Inspectie 
Beveiliging Scheepvaart en 
Luchtvaart,” (Inspection for 
the Safeguarding of Shipping 
and Aviation). 

After the September 11, 
2001 terrorist attack in the US, 
security measures worldwide 
have been revised and various 
changes have been made. In 
particular, the United States 
have insisted on high standards 
of security. An international 
treaty known as the ISPS Code 
has been enacted and Aruba 
has become a part of this 
treaty. 

The ISPS Code is the Inter¬ 
national Ship and Port Facility 
Security Code, which is a se¬ 
ries of extensive measures to 
improve on the security of 
ships and port facilities. This 
code helps to determine which 
security measures are appro¬ 
priate and must be realized in 
the assessment of risk in each 
particular situation. The pur¬ 
pose of the code is to offer a 
standardized framework to 
evaluate risks. The purpose of 
the Code is also to allow go¬ 


vernments to make changes in 
the event of threats and vulner¬ 
ability with respect to the secu¬ 
rity of ships and port facilities. 

As part of the Dutch King¬ 
dom, Aruba is obliged to ad¬ 
here to the international rules 
and treaties on the area of mar¬ 
itime and air security. With re¬ 
spect to air security, this treaty 
has been in effect since 1944, 
while the maritime treaty has 
been effective since 1974. 

Since 9/11 these treaties 
have become much more in¬ 
tense and strict with more 
stringent requirements for both 
maritime and air security, and 
especially for ships and air¬ 
crafts. In order to comply with 
these requirements Aruba insti¬ 
tuted, back in 2004, an ordi¬ 
nance called the Scheep en 
Luchtvaartbeveiligingveror- 
dening (Ship and aviation se¬ 
curity ordinance). 

Both our airport and wharfs 
must comply with a series of 
established security measures. 
Aruba has thus implemented 
different necessary security 
measures. However, the US 
Coast Guard, which is the en¬ 
tity appointed to effect controls 
in our area, has frequently in¬ 
dicated that Aruba has not cre¬ 


ated a specific entity with the 
task of supervising the compli¬ 
ance of these laws of interna¬ 
tional security. 

It is in that context that the 
government of Aruba, in com¬ 
pliance with this requirement, 
has instituted this new depart¬ 
ment - Inspectie Beveiliging 
Scheepvaart and Luchtvaart 
(IBSL). This new department 
was instituted last year. While 
the department is not yet com¬ 
pletely operational it has none¬ 
theless become functional. 
Head of the new department is 
Doti Quant with a staff of 5 
persons under his leadership. 

The primary task of IBSL is 
to ensure that there is compli¬ 
ance of all laws regarding In¬ 
ternational security. They must 
make certain that our ports 
have an approved security plan 
that it is adhered to by all par¬ 
ties. 

According to the govern¬ 
ment, Aruba’s level of port se¬ 
curity is extremely high, and 
with the institution of this new 
department they are being re¬ 
inforced even more and are 
complying with all important 
international security meas¬ 
ures.

BELGRADE (AFP) - Ice-break¬ 
ers yesterday battled Europe’s 
big chill as the Danube river 
froze over more than 100 miles 
(170 kilometers), and dozens 
died of cold on a continent 
gripped by some of the lowest 
temperatures in decades. 

The overall death toll from 
the cold snap that began 11 days 
ago topped 400 while forecast¬ 
ers warned there would be no 
early let-up to the freezing 
weather. 

In Serbia, ice-breakers were 
summoned from Hungary in an 
attempt to keep the Danube 
flowing, while army demolition 
experts sought to dynamite ice 
barriers that threatened to pro¬ 
voke flooding on tributary 
rivers. 

The Danube, one of Europe’s 
main rivers, was barely naviga¬ 


the agency said, adding that the 
Danube delta leading into the 
Black Sea in Romania was 
completely frozen. 

Meanwhile, snow blanketed 
much of the Balkans with Ser- 


town of Mostar. 

The Ukraine remained the 
country worst affected, with the 
death toll at 136, while the num¬ 
bers killed by hypothermia in 


Poland rose to 68 after the au¬ 
thorities there recorded another 
six deaths in the past 24 hours. 

The coldest place overnight 
was the Kvilda region of the 
Czech Republic where the mer¬ 
cury plunged to minus 39.4 de¬ 
grees Celsius (-38.9 Fahren¬ 
heit). The UN weather service 
said temperatures would remain 
low until March. 

In France, electricity con¬ 
sumption reached a historic 
high yesterday, the RTE power- 
grid company said. 

In the Netherlands, a 55- 
year-old man drowned when ice 
gave way in Rijpwetering, in the 
west of the country. 

Snow also kept falling in 
northern Italy, with tempera¬ 
tures dropping to minus 25 de¬ 
grees Celsius on the shores of 
Lake Garda. In the town of 
L’Aquila snowed-in residents 
warned of wolves scavenged in 
the deserted streets of the 
nearby village of Trasacco. 

Meanwhile, the Russian 
Gazprom company yesterday 
said it was unable to meet a spike 
in requests for gas brought on by 
the cold, noting that demand has 
increased by 50 percent. 


FBI sees rising threat from 
'sovereign citizen' 
movement 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - The 
FBI said yesterday it is moni¬ 
toring a growing extremist 
threat from ’’sovereign citizen” 
movements, and is targeting 
their activities to prevent a re¬ 
peat of the 1995 Oklahoma 
City bombing. 

Followers of’’sovereign ci¬ 
tizen” ideologies reject all gov¬ 
ernment authority, refusing to 
pay taxes, not recognizing US 
currency, and sometimes en¬ 
gaging in acts of violence, FBI 
officials told reporters. 

’’They could be lone 
wolves, too,” said Stuart 
McArthur, deputy assistant di¬ 
rector of the FBI’s counter-ter¬ 
rorism division, who said it 
was the agency’s mission to 
’’deter and detect” potential 
acts of’’catastrophic violence.” 


The worst act of domestic 
terrorism in US history was the 
Oklahoma City bombing on 
April 19, 1995, which claimed 
the lives of 168 people and left 
a federal office building in 
ruins. 

Its main perpetrator, Timo¬ 
thy McVeigh, was sentenced to 
death and executed in 2001. 

The FBI said the ’’sovereign 
citizen” militants are distin¬ 
guishable from other ultra¬ 
right extremists by their use of 
homemade license plates, doc¬ 
uments and diplomatic creden¬ 
tials. 

’’The ideology itself pro¬ 
motes violence and encourages 
violence,” said special agent 
Casey Carty, who said the FBI 
had a duty to be proactive in 
dealing with the potential threat. 


Journalists ordered to pay 
Ecuador president $2 mn 


QUITO (AFP) - An Ecuadoran 
court has ordered two journa¬ 
lists to pay President Rafael 
Correa $2 million in damages 
in the latest high-profile court 
case testing freedom of expres¬ 
sion in the South American na¬ 
tion. 

Journalists Juan Carlos 
Calderon and Christian Zurita 
were ordered to pay the presi¬ 
dent $ 1 million each by a cri¬ 
minal court in the province of 
Pichincha for his ’’pain and 
suffering,” defense lawyer 
Ramiro Aguilar said yesterday. 


The two journalists wrote 
the book ”E1 Gran Hermano” 
(’’Big Brother”), which de¬ 
scribes contracts the state 
awarded the president’s 
brother, Fabricio Correa, worth 
a total of $167 million. 

Correa denies he knew of 
these deals ahead of time and 
said he moved to stop the con¬ 
tracts once he learned of them. 
The president sued, seeking 
$ 10 million, in his latest offen¬ 
sive against what he calls a 
’’corrupt” news media.

migrant boat wreck at 21 


SANTO DOMINGO (AFP) - 
The number of fatalities from 
the shipwreck of a vessel 
loaded with undocumented mi¬ 
grants en route to Puerto Rico 
has reached 21, officials here 
said yesterday. 

Saturday's accident off Sa- 
bana de la Mar, located 155 
kilometers (95 miles) northeast 
of the capital Santo Domingo, 
is one of the worst in memory 
in this Caribbean nation, which 
shares the island of Hispaniola 


with Haiti. 

Officials said 19 people are 
known to have survived the ac¬ 
cident in which the boat was 
swamped by heavy waves in 
rough weather. 

The vessel is believed to 
have held 70 people, but offi¬ 
cials said they believed the re¬ 
maining passengers were able to 
reach land because the accident 
occurred close to the shoreline. 
Other survivors likely were 
aided by area fishermen. 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Catholic leaders asked God for 
forgiveness for the crimes of 
paedophile priests at a church 
service yesterday after an Irish 
victim said the Vatican should 
be held accountable for de¬ 
stroying lives. 

The heads of seven reli¬ 
gious orders intoned peniten¬ 
tial prayers in a church in 
Rome on the sidelines of a 
first-ever Vatican summit to 
look at ways of rooting out 
child abuse from the Church 
after thousands of scandals.

German 
authorities bust 
giant phone 
fraud scheme 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - Ger¬ 
man prosecutors yesterday 
reported the arrest of eight 
people accused of swindling 
at least 1.6 million euros 
($2.1 million) in a telephone 
fraud scheme spanning sev¬ 
eral European countries. 

Sixty-one raids, involving 
about 1,000 police officers, 
were conducted in Germany, 
Switzerland and Austria, the 
Frankfurt prosecutor's office 
said. The kingpin of the net¬ 
work, alleged to have de¬ 
frauded at least 100,000 
people — most of them eld¬ 
erly — was 31 years old. The 
other suspects are aged be¬ 
tween 26 and 58. 

The victims were con¬ 
tacted from call centers in the 
Kosovo capital Pristina and 
the Bulgarian capital Sofia 
and told they had won free 
fuel and cosmetic coupons. 

After a barrage of ques¬ 
tions and partial recordings to 
indicate the consent of the re¬ 
spondents to make a token 
payment on the telephone, 
the money raised was then 
sent to a firm controlled by 
the gang. 


pain of so many innocent 
ones," one of the bishops tak¬ 
ing part in the service said. 

"We are aware that our acts 
of reparation can never erase 
the unjust things we have done 
or soothe the searing wound of 
our consciousness," he said. 

Victim Marie Collins ear¬ 
lier told the conference at the 
Vatican's Gregorian Univer¬ 
sity: "Apologising for the ac¬ 
tions of the abusive priests is 
not enough. 

“There must be acknowl¬ 
edgement and accountability 
for the harm and destruction 
that has been done to the life of 
victims and their families by 
the often deliberate cover up 
and mishandling of cases by 
their superiors." 

Collins said her abuse hap¬ 
pened at the hands of a hospital 
chaplain when she was just 13. 
"Those fingers that would 
abuse my body the night before 
were the next morning holding 
and offering me the sacred 
host," said the 64-year-old. 

Her denunciations were 
long ignored by the Catholic 
hierarchy and she has suffered 
from depression for most of 
her life as a result, but Collins 
has since become a leading 
voice in Ireland pushing for 
justice for victims. 

The four-day conference 


opened on Monday with a 
message from Pope Benedict 
XVI urging "profound renewal 
of the Church at every level" 
and calling for "a vigorous cul¬ 
ture of effective safeguarding 
and victim support." 

The meeting brings to¬ 
gether 100 representatives of 
national bishops' conferences, 
the leaders of 33 religious or¬ 
ders and the Vatican's top anti¬ 
abuse prosecutor Charles 
Scicluna, as well as lay experts 
on the issue. 

Collins was the only abuse 
victim to have been invited and 
victims' groups have dismissed 
the conference as "a public re¬ 
lations exercise". She said she 
struggled with the decision to 
attend after years of conflict 
with the Church. 

US archbishop Stephen 
Rossetti also addressed the 
conference yesterday, listing 
mistakes made by the Church 
in dealing with abuse, such as 
being manipulated by offend¬ 
ers and believing perpetrators 
could easily be cured. 

"It is time to pro-actively 
and aggressively root out this 
evil from our society. You and 
I must begin this task by exor¬ 
cising it from our own midst... 
Child molesters must know 
they have no safe sanctuary in 
the Church," he said.

US boosts funding 
for Alzheimer's 
research 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
administration of US President 
Barack Obama announced on 
Tuesday it will boost funding 
for research into Alzheimer’s 
disease by $130 million, a 25 
percent increase over the next 
two years. 

Leading health officials said 
an extra $50 million would be 
made available immediately 
for cutting-edge Alzheimer's 
research and that the fiscal 
year 2013 budget to be re¬ 
leased next week would boost 
such funding by $80 million. 

An additional $26 million 
will also be allocated to "care¬ 
giver support, provider educa¬ 
tion, public awareness and 
improvements in data infra¬ 
structure," officials said. 

Some 5.1 million Americans 
currently suffer from 
Alzheimer's disease, a degen¬ 
erative brain disorder for 
which there is no cure. 

Due to the aging population, 
the number of people with 
Alzheimer’s disease in the 
United States is projected to 
more than double by 2050. 

National Institutes of Health 
(NIH) Director Francis Collins 
told reporters that important 
clues about Alzheimer's have 
been uncovered over the past 
40 years, but progress toward 
eliminating the disease has 


PARIS (AFP) - A drug tipped 
for widespread use to prevent 
breast cancer in post¬ 
menopausal women also ac¬ 
celerates loss of bone density, 
thus potentially boosting the 
risk of fractures, a study said. 

Exemestane -- brand 
name Aromasin -- is part of a 
drug class called aromatase in¬ 
hibitors, which lower levels of 
the oestrogen that some breast 
cancers need in order to grow. 

Canadian bone specialists 
took a look at a group of pa¬ 
tients who had taken part in a 
study into the effectiveness of 
exemestane among 4,500 
healthy women with a worry¬ 
ing family history of breast 
cancer. 

Overall, the big study 
showed that the drug was 
highly effective, reducing the 
risk of breast cancer by almost 
two-thirds. 

The bone sub-study looked 
at 351 women who had been 
taking either exemestane or a 
dummy lookalike pill and 


been difficult. 

Collins described recent ad¬ 
vances in research, including 
an NIH-funded study on mice 
released last week month that 
showed Alzheimer's starts in 
one part of the brain in the 
memory center and progres¬ 
sively moves on to infect other 
parts. 

NIH spends about $450 mil¬ 
lion a year on Alzheimer's re¬ 
search at present. 

The new funds will be di¬ 
rected toward basic and clini¬ 
cal research, identifying genes 
that raise the risk of 
Alzheimer’s disease and test¬ 
ing therapies in people at high 
risk for the disease, officials 
said. 

Funds may also help speed 
new clinical trials on treatment 
approaches and help develop 
better national databases on 
the extent of cognitive impair¬ 
ment and dementia. 

Last month, Obama signed 
the National Alzheimer's Proj¬ 
ect Act which urges a country¬ 
wide plan against the disease 
with the goal of preventing it 
and curing it by 2025. 

Experts said the effort is 
particularly crucial in the 
United States, where the pro¬ 
portion of older people is on 
the rise with 9,000 people 
turning 65 every day. 


whose bone density was meas¬ 
ured with hi-tech scanners. 

After two years, women 
taking exemestane had a high 
loss of bone density at a com¬ 
mon fracture point in the wrist 
called the distal radius, and 
also at the lower end of the 
tibia, compared with their 
counterparts on placebo. 

The exemestane users also 
had an eight-percent decline in 
the thickness of cortical bone, 
which comprises the protec¬ 
tive outer shell of the bones. 

That finding in particular is 
worrying because nearly four 
out of every five fractures in 
old age occur in cortical bone. 
These accidents are a huge 
source of disability. 

"For women taking exemes¬ 
tane, regular bone monitoring 
plus adequate calcium and vi¬ 
tamin D supplementation are 
important."

Scientists cautious over Russia's 
Antarctic lake drilling 


PARIS (AFP) - Experts raised 
questions over the scientific 
benefit and environmental im¬ 
pact of Russia’s feat in drilling 
into a virgin lake under 
Antarctica's icesheet. 

Kerosene, which the Rus¬ 
sians used as antifreeze to pre¬ 
vent the borehole from closing 
up in the extremely cold 
depths of the icesheet, was a 
potential contamination risk 
for samples and for the pristine 
lake itelf, they said. 

Professor Martin Siegert, 
head of the school of geo¬ 
sciences at the University of 
Edinburgh, said these concerns 
marred "a milestone... a major 
achievement" by Russia in 
drilling through to Lake Vostok. 

But, he added in a phone 


(AFP) - An outbreak of iPhone 
fever made Apple the hottest 
smartphone maker worldwide 
at the end of 2011 but handsets 
powered by Google's Android 
software were shaping up as 
true winners in the market. 

Worldwide shipments of 
smartphones soared 54.7 per¬ 
cent in the final three months 
of 2011 from the same period 
a year earlier, with California- 
based Apple making the most 
popular models, according to 
an IDC report released this 
week. 

Smartphone makers 

shipped 157.8 million units in 
the fourth quarter of 2011, 
compared to 102 million in the 
same period the prior year, 
IDC reported. 

A total of 491.4 million 
smartphones were shipped 
during the year, up a "strong 
61.3 percent" from the 304.7 
million units in 2010, accord¬ 
ing to IDC. 

Apple had a 23.5 percent 
share of the global smartphone 
market, followed by Samsung 
and Nokia with 22.8 percent 
and 12.4 percent respectively. 

While Apple tightly con¬ 
trols iPhone hardware and 
software, Google makes the 
Android mobile device operat¬ 
ing system available free to 
smartphone manufacturers 
who have been building it into 
ranks of handsets. 

Android and iPhone smart¬ 
phones accounted for slightly 
more than 90 percent of US 
smartphone sales in the fourth 
quarter of 2011, industry- 
tracker NPD Group reported. 

Android commanded 48 


interview, "It's very difficult

only recovering water from the 
top of the Lake Vostok would 
give no indication about the 
"water column," meaning the 
enormous depth of the lake.

Jean Jouzel, a scientist at 
France's Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission (CEA), said he had 
"reservations" about the Vos¬ 
tok project and dismissed 
claims from Russia that the 
breakthrough would give in¬ 
sights into climate change 
through ancient bubbles of car¬ 
bon dioxide (C02) stored in 
the ice. 

Deep coring of Antarctic 
ice has already provided his¬ 
torical data on stored C02. 

Jouzel said French experts 
had previously taken part in 
the drilling at Vostok with the 
Russians. 

However, they and the Rus¬ 
sians decided to put the project 
on hold, in the early days of 
the last decade, out of pollu¬ 
tion concerns when the drill bit 
was just 120 metres (390 feet) 
from the lake ceiling. 

Siegert said he would 
shortly lead a team to drill into 
another subglacial lake in 
Antarctica called Lake 
Ellsworth, using a different 
technique called hot-water 
drilling. 

Under this, water heated to 
90 degrees Celsius (194 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit) is used to 
melt ice, whose water is then 
filtered and heated in turn, thus 
acting as a drill. 

It means that access is kept 
as clean as possible in the ar¬ 
duous working conditions of 
Antarctica, although once the 
hole is opened, scientists only 
have a day or so to recover 
samples before it freezes over, 
Siegert said.

Talk of Greece eurozone exit strategy 
rears its head 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The head 
of the European Union execu¬ 
tive was forced yesterday to try 
and quell mounting sugges¬ 
tions that it might be cheaper 
and easier for the eurozone to 
cut Greece adrift. 

A Greek exit from the euro¬ 
zone now would be less risky 
than if it had happened in 
early-2010 when the scale of 
its debt crisis first became ap¬ 
parent, Dutch Prime Minister 
Mark Rutte told Netherlands 
public radio as bailout talks in 
Athens went to the wire. 

"There is less risk now," 
Rutte told an increasingly eu¬ 
rosceptic Dutch audience. 

"It is in our interest that 
Greece remain — and to 
achieve that it must do all it 
has promised to do... but if that 
does not work out, then we are 
stronger now than a year and a 
half ago," he added. 

Rutte was expressing sym¬ 
pathy for the view put forward 
by a senior European Commis¬ 
sioner, Dutchwoman Neelie 
Kroes. 

She told a Dutch newspaper 
she was not in favour of 


Athens going back to the 
drachma, but said a Greek de¬ 
parture from the monetary 
union would not be a disaster. 

"It is not a train crash if 
someone leaves the eurozone," 
the EU commissioner for the 
digital economy told De Volks- 
krant newspaper. 

Greece’s EU fisheries com¬ 
missioner Maria Damanaki 
had already told Greek news¬ 
paper To Vima that fallback 
"planning" for a Greece exit 
was under way at eurozone 
level. 

Dutch Finance Minister Jan 
Kees De Jager has also out¬ 
lined on radio the argument, 
backed by independent ana¬ 
lysts, that eurozone countries 
can now ring-fence their cur¬ 
rency zone. 

The line goes that govern¬ 
ments, aided by the IMF 
pledges of support, have done 
enough through reinforcing 
fiscal discipline and the cre¬ 
ation of financial firewalls to 
stop borrowing costs rising off 
the scale.

Bernanke repeats vow to 
shield U.S. from Europe fallout 


WASHINGTON - Federal Re¬ 
serve Chairman Ben Bernanke 
yesterday renewed a pledge to 
prevent Europe's financial cri¬ 
sis from damaging the U.S. 
economy in testimony before 
Congress that mirrored re¬ 
marks he made last week. 

"We are in frequent contact 
with European authorities, and 
we will continue to monitor the 
situation closely and take 
every available step to protect 
the U.S. financial system and 
the economy," Bernanke said 


in remarks prepared for deli¬ 
very to the Senate Budget 
Committee. 

The Fed chairman main¬ 
tained a cautious tone on the 
U.S. outlook and did not refer 
to surprisingly strong U.S. jobs 
data released on Friday. 

"We still have a long way to 
go before the labor market can 
be said to be operating nor¬ 
mally," he said, employing lan¬ 
guage identical to remarks 
delivered on Thursday before 
the House budget panel.

Thousands protest Madrid

MADRID (AFP) - Thousands 
of firemen, nurses and other 
public sector workers protested 
noisily in Madrid yesterday 
against crisis spending cuts 
which they say threaten crucial 
services in and around the 
Spanish capital. 

Several thousand protestors 
filled an avenue in the center 
of the city, sounding horns and 
drums, waving flags and 
yelling "Public services are not 
for sale!" 

They were protesting the 
conservative regional govern¬ 
ment's decision to extend their 
working hours and cut sick¬ 
ness benefits for public sector 
workers, some of whom earn 
little more than 1,000 euros a 
month (1,300 dollars).

Glencore, Xstrata announce 
blockbuster merger 


ZURICH (AFP) - Raw materi¬ 
als giant Glencore and mining 
firm Xstrata announced a vast 
merger yesterday, creating a 
$90 billion (69 billion euro) 
group and heralding a new 
powerhouse in the global com¬ 
modities industry. 

The bid by Glencore, unit¬ 
ing the two Swiss-based 
groups as Glencore Xstrata In¬ 
ternational, will give birth to a 
company with revenues of 
some $209 billion and put it 
among the world's top mining 
groups, behind BHP Billiton, 
Vale and Rio Tinto. 

"A merger between Glen¬ 
core and Xstrata offers a 
unique opportunity to create a 
new business model in our in¬ 
dustry to respond to a changing 
environment," Xstrata chief 
executive Mick Davis said. 

His Glencore counterpart 
Ivan Glasenberg said the deal 
would lead to greater security 
of supply and a broader range 
of products and services for 
customers. 

The two companies, based 
in Baar and Zug respectively, 
had been in talks over a possi¬ 
ble deal since 2006. The new 
group will have a combined 


equity market value of $90 bil¬ 
lion. 

Some Xstrata shareholders, 
however, indicated they would 
vote against the merger, the 
Swiss news agency SDA-ATS 
reported. 

Standard Life Investments, 
a substantial Xstrata share¬ 
holder, announced it would 
vote against it, saying it "sub¬ 
stantially undervalues" the as¬ 
sets of Xstrata and its ability to 
generate profits in the future. 

British fund manager 
Schroders also said it would 
vote against the transaction un¬ 
less the terms are improved. 

Glencore is offering 2.8 of 
its shares for each Xstrata 
share held, representing a 15.2- 
percent premium over the clos¬ 
ing share price on Wednesday, 
the day before Xstrata's an¬ 
nouncement that it was in dis¬ 
cussions with Glencore. 

The deal on this basis is val¬ 
ued at nearly $62 billion. 

The new company is ex¬ 
pected to increase production 
by 11 percent annually to 2015 
and have a significant presence 
in African copper mines as 
well as in Kazakhstan and 
South America.

NBA: 76ers beat Lakers to spoil 
Bryant's milestone night 


PHILADELPHIA (AFP) - 
Kobe Bryant passed former 
teammate Shaquille O'Neal 
for fifth on the NBA's all- 
time scoring list Monday but 
Philadelphia spoiled the mo¬ 
ment with a 95-90 victory 
over Bryant's Los Angeles 
Lakers. 

Bryant came into the game 
with 28,573 career points and 
needing 24 points to move 
past O'Neal for fifth on the 
career list. 

He scored 24 in the first 
half, draining a long-range 
jump shot with just over five 
minutes remaining in the sec¬ 
ond quarter to get to 24 points 
for the night. 

He got a hug from team¬ 
mate Derek Fisher, but the 


He should 
catch Malone," Brown said 
after the Lakers practiced on 
Monday. Brown wasn't on 
the sideline for the game as 
he served a one-game sus¬ 
pension for bumping a game 
official in the Lakers' loss at 
Utah on Saturday. 

With Bryant leading the 
way the Lakers led 50-46 at 
halftime, but the 76ers edged 
ahead in the third quarter. 

Sixers reserve Lou 
Williams played a key role, 
scoring 14 of his 24 points in 
the fourth quarter as Philadel¬ 
phia improved to 13-3 at 
home. 

"They just came after him 
immediately," John Kuester - 
- standing in for Brown — 
said of Bryant's inability to 
score in the second half. 

"To Kobe's credit, what he 
did was try to get everybody 
involved. We had some great 
looks. 


Lakers superstar scored just 
four points in the second half 
in the face of aggressive 
76ers defence. 

O'Neal, who won three ti¬ 
tles with Bryant in nine sea¬ 
sons they played together for 
the Lakers, retired last season 
with a total of 28,596 points 
in his 19-year NBA career. 
He also played for Orlando, 
Miami, Phoenix, Cleveland 
and Boston. 

Kareem Abdul-Jabbar, 
with 38,387 points, leads the 
NBA's career scoring list, fol¬ 
lowed by Karl Malone 
(36,928), Michael Jordan 
(32,292) and Wilt Chamber- 
lain (31,419). 


Lakers coach Mike Brown 
said Monday he thought 
Bryant, a 16-year NBA vet¬ 
eran, could reach the top of 
the list before he's done. 

"It might be tough for him 
to pass Kareem, but he

Cyclings Contador vows to 
pursue career despite 
doping ban 


PINTO (AFP) - A visibly in¬ 
dignant two-time Tour de 
France champion Alberto 
Contador said on Tuesday he 
"totally disagreed” with his 
two-year doping ban but 
vowed to pursue his career. 

Speaking for the first time 
since the Court of Arbitration 
for Sport's sanction handed 
down on Monday, the 29- 
year-old Spaniard said he had 
lived through torment. 

"I cannot understand the 
sanction that has been im¬ 
posed on me,” the cyclist told 
a news conference at a hotel 
in his hometown of Pinto just 
south of Madrid. 

"As for the decision, I to- 
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tally disagree,” he said, wear¬ 
ing a dark jacket and a white 
shirt unbuttoned at the collar. 

”1 am going to continue 
cycling. I am going to con¬ 
tinue practicing it cleanly, the 
way I have my entire life. My 
mood right now is not the 
best but I know this will 
make me stronger in the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Contador said he had com¬ 
mitted no crime and yet had 
been hit with the heaviest 
penalty of a two year ban. 

"Anyone who reads the 
decision will see clearly that 
I did not take drugs,” he said. 

He said his lawyers were 
looking into a possible ap¬ 
peal. 

"There have been specula¬ 
tions, leaks, it is been a real 
torment. But the hardest 
thing has been to see my fam¬ 
ily, the suffering they have 
had, my wife, for what they 
have accused me of,” Conta¬ 
dor said. 

"And it is for something 
that goes against everything 
that has been instilled in me.” 

The Spaniard said he even 
gave evidence under poly¬ 
graph — popularly known as 
a lie detector. "That is five 
hours sitting in a chair an¬ 
swering questions like a real 
criminal.” 

Contador thanked his fans 
and his sponsor for their sup¬ 


port, after Saxo Bank chief 
Bjarne Riis told the news 
conference he backed the cy¬ 
clist ”100 percent” because 
he clearly did not deliberately 
take drugs. 

He was repeatedly ap¬ 
plauded by the crowd. 

Considered the most gifted 
racer of his generation, Con¬ 
tador was handed a two-year 
ban by the Court of Arbitra¬ 
tion for Sport (CAS) follow¬ 
ing a positive test for the 
banned substance clen- 
buterol. 

Backdated to August 2010, 
when he announced the news 
of his positive test weeks 
after his third yellow jersey 
triumph, the ban means Con¬ 
tador can return to competi¬ 
tion on August 6, 2012. 

As well as ruling him out 
of this year's Tour de France 
and the Olympic Games in 
London, he will be stripped, 
among other wins, of his 
2010 yellow jersey which 
will now be handed to run¬ 
ner-up Andy Schleck of Lux¬ 
embourg. 

His determination to carry 
on means he may compete at 
the Tour of Spain in Septem¬ 
ber, a race Contador won in 
2008 when he also won the 
Giro d'ltalia. 

Two months after his pos¬ 
itive test, the Spaniard, 
claiming he was the victim of 
a contaminated steak eaten 
during the Tour de France, 
and had said he would con¬ 
sider quitting if banned. 

If he is to find any kind of 
succour from the CAS deci¬ 
sion, it is the fact doping ex¬ 
perts believe he did not ingest 
clenbuterol intentionally. 
They deemed the Spaniard 
was likely a victim of a con¬ 
taminated food supplement. 


Boxing: Lewis warns 
Haye over Klltschko 
return

LONDON (AFP) - Lennox 
Lewis has warned David Haye 
against returning to the ring 
with a fight against either of 
the Klitschko brothers. 

Haye lost his WBA heavy¬ 
weight title to WBO and IBF 
champion Wladimir Klitschko 
last year with a lacklustre 
points defeat which he partly 
blamed on a broken little toe. 

The Londoner retired after 
the defeat but has since vowed 
to return — but only to fight 
Wladimir or his brother Vitali, 
who holds the WBC belt. 

But Lewis, Britain's previ¬ 
ous world heavyweight cham¬ 
pion, said Haye ought to have 
two warm-up fights first. 

"David should come out of 
retirement,” said Lewis, 
speaking at the Laureus 
Awards in London on Mon¬ 
day. 

"He should come back, but 
he should not think about the 


Klitschkos right 
now. 

"There is a lot of 
money for him on 
the table and that is 
important for any 
fighter. All he has to 
do it is jump in there 
against one of the 
Klitschkos and take 
it, but he should 
have a couple of dif¬ 
ferent fights first. 
Haye is being 
made for a fight against the 
40-year-old Vitali, who instead 
is taking on unheralded Lon¬ 
doner Dereck Chisora, 28. 

Lewis, the last man to beat 
Vitali nine years ago, said 
Chisora could stage a shock 
when he fights the Ukrainian 
in Munich on February 18 
even though the challenge has 
lost his last two fights. 

"Vitali is very good but 
Chisora has a chance,” said 
Lewis. "He is a heavyweight. 
All it takes is one punch on the 
chin to win. 

"I always say if you walk 
into the ring, you have to get 
wet. If he (Klitschko) is in the 
fight, in the ring, and he gets 
punched, there is a chance that 
he might get hurt or knocked 
out. It will be an interesting 
fight.” 

Haye has accused the Kl¬ 
itschkos of making the heavy¬ 
weight division boring. 
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
